It's amazing how hot (and woefully mismanaged)- 
a topic the assassination is out here. Everybody 
seems to be talking about how Hunt & Sturgis were 
in Dallas. Ugh.' There's a CGI chapter out here 
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"but nobody seems to know who runs it or where it 
is. vVhich is no great loss, I guess. 

There's so much misinformation, far-out 
theorizing and just plain bullshit flying about 
these days that sometimes the outcome of all this 
seems pretty dismal. I read The Scavengers on the 
way out here, so I guess you're pretty used to 
all the madness this subject seems to generate. 

It still amazes and alarms me, tho. 

Oddly enough, I've noted lately that some of 
the more reasoned and rational voices are often 
from the right. There are two conservative 
writers in particular. Si Ross and Cleon Skousen 
who I've picked up on, and they're both knowled- 
geable and lucid about the subject. Strange 
things happen in this world. 

I've been c ontemplat ing contacting some 
of the researchers on the Coast while I'm here... 
M I'd like to stay active in this. PB Scott is 
just across the bay in Berkely, but aside from 
him (And Mae B. - but she doesn't count) I8m not 
really familiar with any of these folk. Any 
suggestions? 

Anyway, I'll keep in touch re the financial 
situation. I'm sorry for all these delays but I'm 
svire you know* what money problems are like.
